May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the con- 
dition and progress of the University. 

The total number of persons who entered for the various 
Academical Examinations of the University during the year 
1895, was 2,600 ; while in the previous year there were 2,795. 

The Appendix to this Report contains Tables giving all 
important details connected with the Examinations held in 1895, 
for both male and female candidates. A Table is also given 
showing the Academic progress, in the various Faculties, made 
by Students matriculated in 1881 to 1894 inclusive. 

I regret to have to report that two vacancies on the Senate 
have occurred during this year — one by the death of the Rev. 
Dr. M'Cutcheon, the other by the resignation of the Right Hon. 
John Thomas Ball, ll.d. These vacancies have been filled up 
by the appointment of Rev. William Nicholas, D.D., and the 
Right Hon. Mr. Justice Holmes. The following gentlemen whoso 
periods of office expired during the year were duly re-elected : — 
William Thomson, M.A., m.d. ; Judge Shaw, LL.D. ; Rev. Matthew 
Leitch, D.Lit. j Thomas Sinclair, M,D. ; and Edward Cuming, M.A. 
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There were two public meetings of the University in 1895. 
The first was of a formal character, and was held on the 22nd day 
of May, for the purpose mainly of admitting to their degrees 
the candidates who had passed at the Medical Examinations held 
a short time previously. 

The usual annual meeting of the University to confer degrees 
in the several Faculties, and to declare the distinctions obtained 
by candidates at the Honour Examinations, was held on the 
25th October. Details of proceedings at this meeting are 
given in Appendix II. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Act of Parliament, 
44 and 45 Vic., chap. 52, the accounts of the receipts and expen- 
diture of the University, with the corresponding vouchers and 
other documents, are rendered quarterly to the Controller and 
Auditor-General, who submits an annual report and abstract to 
Parliament.

Fourteenth Annual Meeting of the Royal University of 
Ireland, 

October 25th, 1895. 

The Fourteenth Annual Meeting of the University was held on 
October 25th, 1895. 

The Yiee-Ohancellor, Right Hon. 0. T. Redington, h.a., opened the 
proceedings with the following address : — 

My Lords, Ladies, and Gentlemen, — During the year that has 
elapsed since the last meeting of the University, the Senate have had to 
deplore the death of two of their members — Sir Patrick Keenan and 
Dr. M'Cutcheon. In Sir Patrick Keenan they have lost one who dur- 
ing a long and honoured public career devoted himself with zeal and 
ability to the promotion of education in Ireland, while his private 
character, his uprightness, sincerity, and courtesy will remain long 
in the affectionate remembrance of his friends. Dr. M'Cutcheon was 
the head of the Methodist College, Belfast, and had been for long a 
respected and honoured member of the Senate. In place of these gentle- 
men Her Majesty has appointed Dr. Cos, of St. Vincent’s Hospital — 
and the Rev. Dr. Nicholas, of the Methodist College, Belfast. 

The Senate have determined to confer Honorary Degrees upon the 
following gentlemen : — The Degree of LL.D. upon the Rev. Nathaniel 
M‘Auley Brown, member of the Senate, in recognition of Iris services 
in the cause of education ; the Degree of M.D. upon Michael Francis 
Cox, member of the Senate, and for some years one of the Examiners 
of the University, in recognition of his position in his profession ; the 
Degree of Master of Surgery upon Sir Thornley Stoker, one of the 
Medical Fellows of the University, and President of the Royal College 
of Surgeons in Ireland, in recognition of his position as a snrgeon. The 
Scholarships this year have been awarded after keen competition, and 
the standard of answering has reached a high level. For Latin Verse 
the Gold Medal has been gained by Mr. Nairn, who has also gained 
first place in the Master of Arts Examination. He was educated in 
University College, Dublin, and Trinity College, Cambridge. The 
Chancellor’s Gold Medal for English Prose Composition has been won 
by Mr. James Macken, b.a. Of the five Studentships none have been 
awarded in Classics, History, or Biology ; and with reference to that 
I would point out that, owing to the high standard at which we wish to 
keep the Studentship examinations, it is necessary for Graduates, in 
the great majority of cases, to study for these examinations for at least 
two years after their B.A. Examination. I trust that in future years we 
shall be able to award all of these most valuable prizes. The Student- 
ship in Mathematical Science has been gained by Mr. John G. Leathern, 
of Queen’s College, Belfast, and St. John’s College, Cambridge; in 
Mental and Moral Science, Mr. David Stuart, of University College, 
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Dublin, has also been awarded a Studentship, and Mr. Magill, Belfast, 
the Gold Medal and £60, The Junior Fellowships, the highest prizes 
of the University, have all been awarded this year in each of the 
three grades open to competition. It is interesting to know, as you 
have heard announced to-day, that two Out of the three Junior 
Fellowships have been gained by lady-graduates. This fact justifies 
to a large extent the wisdom of the founders of the University 
in opening its doors to ladies as well as to gentlemen, and I think 
it will put upon then mettle those who have hitherto monopolised 
all the prizes of learning. It is, also, interesting to know that 
in the past career of these ladies there is evidence of the high stan- 
dard of acquirements upon which the seal has been put by the result of 
this examination. Miss Katharine Murphy, of St. Mary’s University 
College, Dublin, gained Honours in Modern Literature at her Degree 
Examination, and a Studentship in Modern Literature at her M.A, Ex- 
amination; while Miss Mary T. Hayden, of St. Mary's University Col- 
lege, Dublin, and Alexandra College, Dublin, gained a Scholarship 
in Modern Languages, Second Class Honours at her B.A. Examination, 
and First Class Honours at her M.A. Examination. There is a special 
pleasure in granting the J unior Fellowship to Miss Hayden, whose father 
was one of the earliest members of the Senate, and was much respected 
in this city._ In Natural Philosophy the Junior Fellowship has been 
won by Mr. John M'Clelland, of Queen’s College, Galway. He, also, 
has had a distinguished University career, having gained Honours 
at his B.A. Examination, First Class Honours at his M.A. Examination in 
Mathematical and Experimental Physics, anil also the Gold Medal, The 
Senate, to show their appreciation of the Thesis which he wrote for the 
examination, have ordered it to be printed and circulated, and I think 
that such an exceptional honour must he a source of great gratification 
to the distinguished Professors of Galway College, and to its most 
honoured President. 

The variety of courses into which the Junior Fellowships are divided 
is an evidence of the policy which has always been followed in the 
University— the policy of not cpnfining honours to Classics and Mathe- 
matics, but of placing upon a position of equality all the great branches 
of modern study. I am aware that there are differences of opinion 
upon this subject, but I cannot help thinking that a little considera- 
tion will show that the Senate are quite justified in the line they have 
taken. No naan who has been, for even a small portion of his life, 
under the influence of classical studies, can s,ay a word to depreciate 
them. The world would indeed be poorer if it had not an opportunity 
of studying, in the works of Thucydides, the earliest reflections on 
political philosophy, and in the pages of Plato beauty of style combined 
with subtlety of thought, Who does not appreciate the charm of him 

“ Who saw life steadily and saw it whole, 

The mellow glory of the Attic stage, 

Singer of sweet Colonus, and its child ”? 

But, although the classical writers deserve the appreciation thus 
eloquently expressed, I would point out that the world of thought has 
grown since the time of these writers, and that now we possess a 
literature of an essentially modem character. This was mainly influenced 
by the new light thrown by Christianity on the problems of this world 
and the future — by its ideals of reverence, purity, and holiness — by the 
history of the Middle Ages, with then- romance and their charm of 
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architecture and art — and hy the growth in modem times of feelings of 
social equality and fraternity. Thus there are now new ideas dominat- 
ing the world of thought in addition to those which inspired the classical 
-writers, and new subjects on which works might be produced, both in 
poetry and prose, fully rivalling those of antiquity. 

And who will not admire the noble lines in which our greatest 
modem poet has commemorated Virgil — 

"Landscape-lover, lord of language, 

More than he that sang the Works and Days, 

All the chosen coin of fancy 

Flashing out from many a golden phrase” ? 

In some respects I will say that the study of modern literature 
is more useful than that of classical literature, for we cannot help 
feeling that the interests with which it deals are nearer to our own 
times, and appeal more closely to our hearts. I confess that the 
history of the French Revolution interests me more than that of the 
Peloponnesian War, and the speeches of Burke or Sheridan than the 
Philippics of Demosthenes. However that may be, I wish to impress 
upon you the fact that as regards the course of study, we have given 
great -liberty of choice to our candidates and perfect equality in our 
prizes. 

But when we come to look at the institutions which prepare 
candidates for these examinations, whilst we find the utmost variety 
in these institutions, we -will not, I am afraid, find equality in their 
recognition by the State. Speaking only in my own name, I cannot 
help renewing again my protest against the way in which one of the 
most important of our Colleges has up to this been treated. University 
College, Stephen’s Green, by its successes in examinations of every kind, 
by the high character of the body of teachers who control it, has justified, 
on educational grounds, a claim to perfect equality with other State- 
supported institutions. There is no reason for refusing its claim on 
the ground that it is permeated by the influence of a definite dogmatic 
faith. The history of the world proves that the combination of science 
and religion is possible and most desirable. I speak in this entirely 
for myself, but I cannot help thinking that even those who take 
another view in such matters believe that all these institutions are 
but working, though in different ways, for a common end. They 
are the tributaries to the stream of educational progress ; they are 
the marbled columns of varied hues in the palace of truth. What 
is the end for which they all work 1 Is it not the higher education 
of the people, which is not merely that education which ends at 
examinations, be they the highest in the University, but is the life- 
long pursuit of goodness, of truth, and of beauty, the moulding of 
character, the solution of historical and scientific problems, the expres- 
sion of noble thoughts in graceful words? I hope the time may come 
when we can say of Ireland as Pericles said of Athens — “ We are 
lovers of the beautiful, yet simple in our tastes ; we cultivate our minds 
without loss of manliness." I am sure that whether we come from 
north or south, whether our minds are steeped in classic lore or our 
interests are concentrated on observation and experiment, whether 
we love to dwell on the traditions of the past or are buoyed with 
hope as to the scientific possibilities of the future, we can all in our 
own way do our part in adding to the glory of the University and the 
lasting honour of our common country.
